oilier startling freaks of nature incident to 
the ocean ; but the vivid description, by a 
UtookK 11 clergyman, liev. T. D*: Witt Tal- 
mago, who, with u. party, underwent the 
phenomenal experieuceot being forty hours* 
HI a September cvcloue in tbe Northern At- 
lantic, has impressed us with the belief that 
we do not, after all, know uiuch about rota- 
ry at onus. Dr. Talmage was a passenger 
on board the steamship Greece, which ar- 
rived ut New York some days ago, and in 
the course of a detailed story of his experi- 
ence of .th" voyage from Liverpool, be states 
that 
during 
the Saturday 
previous the 


weather had been rough, and the sea heavy, 
but the vessel went oil rapidly, and. except 
to novices, the motiou was exhilerathig and 
pleasant. 


Just before ten o'clock iu the evening 


there was a crash like the booming of a bat- 
tery. The sails of the ship were torn into 
ribbons, aud even those that were then 
reeled were torn into tatters. 
In tact, it 


seemed as if u squall had suddenly struck 
the ship, but it did iioT require but a mo- 
ment to discover that tJie noble craft was in 
a cvelone.

months old before the formation cf the but- 
lon. The old snake was lying in her case in 
a lethargic state, with some indications, us 
Ihe doctor thought, of increasing the coiling 
I'.unih. The young .-naked cod'around her, 
and under her and over her, and she seem;-. 
fo have for them the maternal affection 
of iu.-tiuct. 
This snake has been 
in 


captivity near 
four 
months, 
yet dur 


in^ all that period she ha» partaken of not a 
morsel of lood, and has brooded her seven 
young. 
A-J To exactly how long from incep- 


tion the process of gestation or incubation 
has been going on, there is 110 weans of as- 
certaining, as we can only date from cap 
tivity. 
Hr. Cotton informs us that lie once 


before kept in the same case a large sized 
rattle.-iiuke for three years and nine mouths, 
ami that he studied closely its various moods 
and changes. This snake, be says, did not 
partake of a particle of food for tlie lirst 
nine months, and but little water.

theu gave it mice, rats, &c., putting the

into the ease alive, and it com 


meiiced devouring them 
% oracioiwly. 
It 


never would touch a tame mouse, or a dead 
oue, I're^h a- it might be. When a young 
rat was put into tho case it would plant its 
unerring fang in some part of the limb or 
body, and theu wait until it died from the 
thorough inoculation of the poison. When 
quite dead it would turn it over, take it 
head foremost and swallow it, evidently 
drawing nutriment from tho poison its own 
iauus had infused. 
It shed the skin twice 


a year—each -pring and autumn—a new 
rattle appearing at each ^bedding, which ex- 
plode- the popular notion that but one rat- 
tle conies a year. Yesterday morning the 
Doctor took the case and placed it in the 
sun. From tbe effects of the sun two young 
ones died. Two others became stupificd, 
but recovered their vitality ou being re- 
moved to the shade.—~Vasftvi?le,

PRACTICAL TEST OF THE GYBO.—The Gyro, 


whieli id a new mechanical contrivance for 
trap and pigeon shooting, has attracted uni- 
versal attention throughout the country. 
It 


flies autl darts like a pigeon, aud is much 
more difficult to hit. 
We gave a description 


of the machine the other day, and the foL 
lowing account of a trial with it at Syracuse 
last Friday Trill prove interesting, as re- 
ported by the Journal : 


The weather was fine for the trial of this 


new device, and a large number of persona 
gathered to witness the trial. A number of 
our sportsmen took a hand in the trial and 
a sweepstakes was arranged, each competi- 
tor to shoot at ten Gyros at twenty-one yards 
rise. The preliminaries being settled, the 
trap wa« set und the shooting began. The 
flight of the Gyro from the trap was strong 
and its antics in the air strongly resembled 
that ot a strong live pigeon. While some 
of the shooters tound little difficulty in hit- 
ting the Gyro, otters were unable to get 
the "hang" of its flight. The breaking of a 
spring to the trap delayed the shooting for 
some time, and some of the contestants left 
the ground before the shooting was re- 
sumed. Nearly all the participants expressed 
the fullest satisfaction with the Gyro, bar- 
ring the fact that no "dead birds" were 
left for pot-pies. The fact that the cruelty 
attending trap shooting, in the slaughter of 
live birds, should apeak strongly in favor of 
the "Gyro" instead of the live bird. Bergh

is but small, do much toward preventing 
cruelty to animals by presenting each club 
in the country with a "Gyro."

Protection from lightning;. 
The importance of metallic rods as a 


means of protection against lightning was 
well illustrated during a thunder storm nt 
Baltimore, on the 20th ult., when an electric 
discharge fell upon the rod of the \Vashing- 
ton Monument. This structure has an alti- 
tude of 185 feet, stands upon high ground in 
an open square, and forma a conspicuous 
point for the convergence of electricity. The 
monument wan protected by a common 
lightning rod, put up apparently in a bung- 
ling, imperfect manner, but it unquestion- 
ably saved the ^structure from serious dam- 
age. The Baltimore Swn says that "investiga- 
tion shows that the damage to the statue 
and monument was very slight indeed when 
compared with the damage to the lightning 
rod, and infLnitesimally so when compared 
with the damage that would necessarily 
have resulted if the rod had not been there. 
A careful examination developed the fact 
that the rod received the whole charge and 
passed it safely to a bad connection, five 
feet from the point at which a lateral ex- 
plosion occurred, knocking some small frag- 
ments out of the ^ta-tate; from that on, it 
followed the rod, exploding in its way 
wherever inferior connections obstructed 


In almost every example where buildings 


having rods upon them are damaged, it w i l l 
be found that the connections or terminals 
of the roda are defective. One of the chief 
defects of lighting rods, as they are ordinar- 
ily put up, is the ground terminals. 
The 


lightning-rod man covers the house with 
neat looking little rods aud points, sticks 
the lower end tour or live leet into the 
ground, pronounces the job a good one, re- 
ceives his money and departs. But 
thus left is almost as unsafe us it wo 
if its lower end were enclosed in a 
bottle and rested on tlie ground. 


Ordinary earth is au exceedingly poor 


conductor of electricity as compared with 
iron; hence, in order to ett'ect the safe- dis- 
charge of electricity from an irou rod into 
the earth, the bottom of the rod should be 
provided with a large conducting surface, so 
that the electricity may bediftused and puss 
into the earth ut many points simultaneous- 
ly. The explosion at the pavement, in tin- 
example of the Baltimore monument, shows 
that the rod there employed was sadly ue- 
flcieut in the area of UK gioimd terminal. 


The necessary area of underground eon- 


ductiug surface for a lightning rod may be 
obtained in a va-riety ot ways: (1.) Extend 
the rod itself lor a considerable distance 
underground, away from the building. 
(•_'.) 


Connect the lower eud of the rod with an 
iron pipe which extends in like manner un- 
derground. (3.) Provide a trmch aud sup- 
ply it with good charcoal wel! packed, and 
imbed the rod, for some distance from the 
building, in the charcoal. 


As an electrical conductor, well burned 


charcoal ranks next to the uie|als. M jtullic 
ore,s come next to charcoal. Water and 
moist earth, which are so frequently recom- 
mended as terminals for lightning rods, are 
among the poorest of conductors. 


Ouo of the best protected dwellings that 


we have iieard of is that of Mr. John Kimx 
Smith, an intelligent English merchant re- 
siding at Singapore. His country house is 
built on a prominence, upon a bed of iron 
ore, 
with \\ hick tin- house lightning rods 


are made to couuiiuuicate. The lower ends 
oi the rods thus have a, very extensive con- 
ducting suriace, aud the protection afforded 
is considered ported, l huiulcrstoruis uud 
lightning strokes are very frequent, but tlio 
house has never
